WRITTEN BY THE DAUGHTER OF 


THE DECEASED CHIEF. 


SOME 
INTERESTING 
FACTS 


Account of Janesville's Fire Depart- 


ment Published in New York 


Firemen's Herald. 


Tho following history was written 


and read In the High School by Miss 
Jessie Spencer, daughter of the late 
Chief, John C. Spencer: 
"What starts the blood quicker and 
puts the nerves on edge more than 
the duick ring of the flre bell? Every 
one stops for a moment and counts the 
taps and wonder is "it's noar home. 
How much does It mean to tho fire- 
man—a start, and then a run for tho 
scene of action, perhaps to work for 
hours in fire and water. 
For him 
dreds of .years back this problem of 
fighting fires has been a serious one, 
and Improvements have been made In 
apparatus and appliances until 
It 


has become a profession In Itself. 
Jancsvlllo is fortunate in having moro 
than nn ordinary good flro 
depart- 


ment, and thi- fireman of forty years 
ago looks with pleasure at the work 
done by his successors of the pres 
ent day. 
Way back in 1853 our department 


was an unorganized "bucket brigade" 
until after the burning of tho Stev 
ens House (now the Armory block). 
After this fire tho people saw the 
need of protection, and a hook and 
ladder company was organized and 
the men uniformed. 
In 185-1 
two 


haisd engines were purchased and two 
companies organized by the Common 
Council. 
The engines arrived 
in 
June. 1855, and then two flre engine 
houses were built on the sites cf- the 
present fire stations. . 


Soon a new hook and ladder com 


pany was organized, and a new mod 
ern truck purchased. A frame house 
was built for the truck on the corner 
of Wall and Franklin streets. 
In 


March. ISHfi. the old Sack company, 
now the Flro_Polloe, was organized. 
This was the lire department ui. 
1SCS, when tin- city purchased two 
steam engines to take the place of 
tho hand engines. 
The flro stations 


were built later, and the hook and lad- 
der truck placed In new quarters 
on .-.'orth Iliver street. 


After the introduction ot steam flre 


engines the department was reduced 
from seventy-five men in each com- 
pany to twenty-live. * The hand en- 
gines and truck had been pulled to 
the Urea by men, and now 
horses 


were Introduced, making the work of 
the men much easier at the time of 
the flre. 


When horses were introduced Into 


the department the men wore reduc- 
ed from twcnty-flvo to twelve in each 
company, and finally horses were pur- 
chased for the hose companies. 
The stoam engines wore put aside 


5n 1SSS. as the water works was com- 
pleted that year. 
Tho men were re- 


duce;! from twelve to six In each com- 
pany. In 1S83 the Sack company was 
reorganized and tho name changed 
to Fire Police. 
A committee was 


appointed to purchase an outfit, no 
limit -being made us to cost, but that 
it must be a suitable equipment for 
extinguishing llres. 
From tho Chica- 


go Flre Patrol they purchased 4,320 
square feet of tarpaulins, two Bab- 
cock flre extinguishers and all ncc- 


- essary appliances. 
The first team, 


a dapple gray, cost them $480. 
The 


second team was purchased January 
20. 1S90. nt a cost of $425. • Tho third 
team was purchased In Chicago, Dec- 
ember IS, 180D, at a cost of $104. This 


new apparatus and new appliances are 
invented. 


The Janesvllle Flro Department did 


not become tho department of today 
in ono or two years, but it has been 
growing and improving since 1853 and 
as time passes new and 
improved 
methods will bo adopted by tho Com- 
mon Council until our department will 
bo spoken of with pride, not only by 
the citizens of Janesvllle, but by the 
peoplo of Wisconsin. 


Chief Henry C. Klein, who succeed- 


ed John C. Spencer, who died Septem- 
ber 9 of this year, ns Chief of the 
Janesvllle Flro Department, was born 
In Chicago, December 9, 1SUU, and 
went to Jnnesvillo In 1881. 
In Dec- 


ember, 1890, ho became n member of 
tho department ns superintendent of 
the fire alarm telegraph system. Sub- 
sequently he became a call member 
of tho department. 
Ho Is an Inven- 


tor of ability, an electrician and a 
good fireman, who Icnows the 
con- 


struction of the most of the city build- 
Ings, and Is well fitted by nature and 
education for tho 
>posltlon.—Fire-

one steam flre engine, ten horses, to- 
gether with" hose, ladders, spreads, 
covers, etc. 
There are about twenty- 


one miles of water main and 37-1 flre 
hydrants. Each hydrant Is moro than 
equal in power and capacity to one 
steam flre engine. 
The Oamewell 


flre alarm system Is now used by 
the department, fifty-two street boxes 
being located in different parts . of 
the city, requiring about twenty-eight 
miles of wire to connect these boxes 
wltn the central ofllce. town bell strlk 
cr. gonps and other electrical mnchln- 
cry. making the department very com' 
plete so far as equipment. 


Tlie men of tin: department are so 


well drilled that at any time, dny or 
night, men all In bed, they are on 
the way to the flre in less than fifteen 
seconds after the plarm Is sounded. 
The run to the Clioate-Holllstcr fac 
tory was made In seven minutes, the 
distance being two miles. 


With the growth ot the city 
tne 


number of the flres Increase, and this 
means additional lire protection

stand was taken by the aldermen In 
regard to the questions raised and 
steps will be taken to see that there 
Is a change for the better. 


Mayor Itlchardson presided at tho 


meeting, all tho aldermen being pres- 
ent, except Alderman Murray. 
rno 


minutes of a number of meetings were 
read by Clerk Badger and approved. 


Tho city treasurer's report for the 


month of October and the municipal 
court report for the same month were 
presented and referred to their prop- 
er committees, who later 
reported 


them correct and they were placed on 
file. 


A notice of Injury to August Mall- 
wltz was presented and referred to 
the judiciary committee, 
who asked 
for more time to report, which was 
granted. 
The bonds of J. H. Watson 


and C. H. Allen for saloon licenses 
were referred to the judiciary com- 
mittee aim later accepted. 
The ap- 


plication of M. M. Fardy for the trans- 
fer of the saloon license held by him 
to C. H. Allen was granted. 


The appointment of George Phil- 
lips as a special policeman about the 
city hall was ' confirmed. 
Before 


proceeding with the other business 
' Mayor Richardson announced 
that 
Prof. H. C. Buell was present 
and 


•wished to address the council. 
Prof. Buell 'presented to the mayor 
and tho city a handsome gavel, which 
was mado in the manual training ro- 
partment of the high school. 
The 


gavel Is a fine piece of work and 
speaks well for the training given the 
pupils In this department. 
It |s 


formed from six different kinds of 
wood, birch, black walnut, bird's eye 
maple, cocoabolo. holly and mahogany, 


• and shows great proflclenc}- on 
the 
part of George Simmons, tho 
young 
man who made U. 


Prof. 
Buell also called the atten- 


tion of the council to this department 
of the public schools. 
He stated 
that 64 boys were taking the manual 
training course, many of whom 
he 
was satisfied would not be In school 
if it were not for this department. 


Mayor Richardson accepted 
the 


gavel In behalf of the city and thank- 
ed the manual training class for the 
same, and especially thanked George 
Simmons, the young man who did tho

The judiciary committee reported 
that no action had yet been taken 
with the county In regard to tho rent 
of the municipal court room but that 
they would fix It up this week. 
The highway committee Introduced 
an order for the payment to Brown 
& Conncrs of $722.09 for the Improve- 
ment of Court street and of $2.323.7:! 
and $650.05 for the Improvement of 
South Jackson street, also for the pay- 
ment of $62.69 and $814.80 to P. \\'. 
Ryan for the grading of North First 
street. 
The highway committee re- 
ported that the time, the case of the 
city against the 
Janesvlllo 
Street 


Railway Co., was extended for, expir- 
ed Tuesday and asked that a fur- 
ther adjournment bo granted them. 


Aldennan Hutchlnson objected 
on 
the ground that they had already 
had time enough to complete 
the 
work. 


Aldermen Gllkey addressed 
the 


council In regard to the condition of 
the streets along the tracks when 
the company got through with their 
.work, especially on South Main street 
and the brick pavement on West Mil- 
waukee street. 
The work on the 


macadam streets was "bum" and the 
company should be made to put new 
bricks down where they took them up 
and broke them. In their work In the 
brick pavement. 
The street commis- 
sioner was notified to get after the 
company anil see that the bricks were 
put back In good shape and the work 
on the macadam streets finished up 
In a satisfactory manner. 


Alderman Rice took up the matter 


of car fenders.

"Tho World's Coal Supply

Trade1' is the title of a monograph 
Just issued by the Treasury Bureau 
of Statistics. 
It shows that tho Un- 


ited States not only leads the world 
In coal production but has advanced 
from third place to the head of the 
list since 1880. 
In that year the Un- 


ited States produced. one-flftn of the 
coal of the world, last year Its produc- 
lion was one-third of the total of 
the world. Tho coal production of the 
United States has quadrupled since 
1880, while that of tho remainder of 
the world has not quite doubled. The 
threo great coal producing countries 
of the world are the United States, 
United Kingdom and Germany. These 
three countries niroduce .practically 
SO per cent of the world's. ' coal. 
Since 1880 the United States has In- 
creased her output by 
221,000,000 


short tons, Germany by 103,000,000 
tons, and the United Kingdom 
by 


80.000,000.

DAMAGE WILL REACH $1,500,000 


Five Men Said to Have Lost Thcl 


Live* In the Flames—Fire Appara 
tus Prove* of Little Use, Owing to 
Location. 


New York, Nov. 11.—Flre damaged 


the new East Itlvcr bridge to the ox 
tent of about |1,500,000. and five men 
are supposed to have been thrown Into 
the river and drowned. 


Two of the four great mnln cables 


destined to sustain the weight of the 
structure. It is feared, have been so 
seriously impaired by heat that they 
may have to bo replaced. 
Each of 


these main cables Is eighteen nnd a 
quarter inches In diameter and con 
slsts of 7.69C steel strands, the thick 
ness of each of which is three-six 
teenths of an Inch. The total value 
of the four main cables Is $1,200,000 
The two which are supposed to be 
seriously damaged cannot be replaced 
for less than 1600,000. 


Spectacular Blaze. 


As a spectacle the flre was one of 


the most remarkable ever witnessed 
in or around New York. Starting at a 
point 200 feet higher than water could 
reach effectively. It spread along fm 
•wooden footway and out over the East 
Hlver. like a festoon of are. 
finally 


the foot bridges parted In the raldd e. 
deluging under red-hot 
steel 
bo: In 


and blazing planks the decks and si p- 
crstructure of half a dozen river craft. 
For two hours river traffic was pn.c- 
tlcally suspended. 


• Five men, all of whom were em- 


ployed upon the bridge, are missing 
and are believed to have perished. 
Many of the firemen, who worked nn- 
i!cr conditions that taxed the heroism 
ot the bravest men, had narrow es- 
capes from death, but BO far as known 
only one. a fireman on tho flreboat, 
"William L. Strong, was seriously hurt. 


Flre Warps Steel Works. 


The Intense heat from the flre has 


so warped and otherwise damaged 
much of the steel work that It Ic 
feared It will have to bo taken out 
nnd replaced. 


It was close to 5 o'clock' when I'eter 


Dlnnon. a clerk from a lumber com- 
pany at Thompklns 
and 
Delancy 


streets, discovered a burning brand 
rapidly growing into a blaze 300 feet 
above him on tho very apex of the 
steel structure supporting the Manhat- 
tan end of the bridge. 
Dlnnon was 


seated In the office of the lumber com- 
pany when the flickering light at- 
traded his attention. 'At first he 
'mistook It for one of the regular lights 
of the workmen, but as he watched It 
the light grew from a twinkling star 
into a blazing brand. 
Then Dinnon 


realized what had happened and turned 
. in an alarm. 


Oil Explode*. 


, By the time tbe firemen arrived at 
the.foot of .the.towjerJiuE^itructureJJts 


top was crownud with a coronet of 
flre. A large frame structure which 
hart been built on its summit was all 
ablaze. One of the small forges used 
in -heating tho steel bolts hnd been 
carelessly left with its flre smoldering. 
It hnd Ignited the woodwork near by, 
and then an explosion of several gal- 
lons of oil stored there had spread the 
blaze throughout the whole of tho 
flimsy structure. 


One glance aloft 
was 
enough to 


daunt the stoutest flre fighter. To gut 
water to that tremendous altitude was 
a physical impossibility/* No stream 
from flreboat or engine could hope to 
reach more than half way to where 
the flre was now roaring at the top of 
the tower, and already cables, bolts 
nnd girders of tho great steel network 
were beginning to glow russot red 
under its touch. 


Footbridge Falls. 


Before 6 o'clock tho wooden 
foot- 


bridge, hanging like a loop from shore 
to shore on the south side of tho four 
big cables, had become a fustoun of 
flre. 
With a final rush of flame It 


parted near tho center and fell, scat 
torlng a hurricane of blazing twelve 
Inch planks, pieces of hnlf-burned tim- 
bers and 300-pound steel bolts upon 
the river nnd at the base of either tow- 
er. Less than forty minutes later the 
footbridge and false work spanning 
tho stream at the north side of tho 
large cables also succumbed, leaving 
the four giant strands stretching out 
grimly through the glare of the flre 
at the shore and fading away Into the 
semi-darkness of mld-rlver. 


It had been the custom for scores of 


workmen at the close of the day's 
work to cross the footbridges from 
one side of the river to the other on 
heir way home. It was rumored among 
he crowd thnt many of them had been 
caught by the flre while on their way 
across, -but no confirmation of this re- 
iort could be found.
